International Labor Defense Attorney 
Quietly Has Bail Set for Canales,— 
Framed Striker Freed on $1,000 


TACKSON, Amador Counts, 
Calif.. July 29.—Adolph Canales, 
striking gold miner who has spent 
the months since February 16 in 
the rotten Amador County jail, 
was bailed out last Friday by the 
International Labor Defense. 


“On February 16, Canales and 
James I. Workman, another strik- 
were. arrested and frdmed on 
charges of possessing coficealed 
weapons. When they were first ar- 
‘rested the sheriff's deputies search- 
ed them and their car, before 
credible witnesses and.found noth- 
ing. They were taken to the court 
house, and the deputies had = an- 
other little private search of their 
car and came up with a “conceal- 
ed weapon,” 
# Workman Chooses I.L.D. 
‘The American Federation of 
Labor fakers and conducted a 
purely “legal” defense, and never 
at any time offered to bail out 
either of the workers. Workman, 
wasting away to a pitiable physic- 
al condition, became disgusted 
with this sort of “defense” and

Canales, impressed ‘by the fak-

He was convicted, s@ntenced to 1 
to 5 years in San Quentin. The 
lawyers won a stay of execution, 
pending an appeal.

At the time of Workman's trial, 
1.1..D. attorney George Anderson, 
who was fighting it, learned that 
Canales lay in the Amador County 
jail. Mr. Anderson quietly went to 
Superior Judge Anthony Cami 
etti, IJr., and asked that bail be 
set for>Canales. “It rests with 
you, as the trial judge, to set 
bail,” said Mr. Anderson. 


The Judge set the bail at 1,000 
cash and the I:L.D. raised it. 


Finding himself free again, after 
almost 6 months, Canales prompt: 
ly asked the I.L.D: to handle his 
case from now: on, together with 
Attorney George Olshausen, of 
Sacramento, who has _ handled 
other defense work in this strike.

ROME, Italy, July 30.—The 
twenty-first anniversary: of the be- 
ginning of the World War finds 
Rome the focal point for the 
next war, one of the many threat- 
ening the world at this time. For 
months steady preparations have 
been going on for the war to be 
vin in the fall, against Ethiopia, 
when Italian troops will be able 
to stand the tropical African heat, 
and ‘the end of the rainy season 
will make the roads passable. 

Negotiations are going on mean- 
while to smooth the way for the 
conquest by Italy of the Negro 
republic, which materially no 
match the huge Italian war 
machine, but will have the advant- 
age of fighting in a region natur- 
ally inaccessible. In addition Ethi- 
opia will have the support of the 
workers of the world, led and di- 
rected by the Communist Party.

War against Ethiopia has been 
forced on Mussolini by the deep- 
ening economic crisis, and the 
increasing umrest of the Italian 
population. The extent of this 
may be gauged by the fact that 
wages and. salaries,, proverbially 
low in Italy, have fallen 20 per 
cent in the last year, while prices 
have risen 15 per cent.
